Those who 
talk of what it would cost the coun 
try to buy or build railroads should 
study the result of the purchase and 
sGasWuticon of waterworks by this 
elty, Inetead of costing the city any- 
thing, or adding anything to the 
taxes of the ratepayers, (he earning» 
of the waterworks system more than 
pay the Interest om the bonds and 
other annua) charges. Under contin 
ved private ownership. the profits of 
the business would have gone to 
shareholders, residing, perhaps, in 
Germany, while the people here 
would have to pay much highew 
rates in return for a poorer service.”
